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RESEARCH  SUMMARY 

This  bibliography  of  published  and  unpublished 
literature  relating  to  Idaho's  rare  vascular  flora  covers 
the  period  from  1896  to  1991 .  It  provides  biologists, 
managers,  and  planners  an  information  base  so  that 
past  efforts  are  not  duplicated,  gaps  in  our  knowledge 
can  be  identified  and  filled,  and  we  can  efficiently 
proceed  with  the  conservation  of  rare  plants  in  Idaho. 
The  references  came  from  the  Source  Abstract 
database  of  the  Idaho  Conservation  Data  Center's 
Biological  and  Conservation  Data  System,  an  acces- 
sible and  dynamic  information  management  system 
directed  to  the  conservation  of  biological  diversity. 
Keywords  pertaining  to  the  subject  and  species 
covered  are  included  with  each  bibliographic  entry. 
Entries  are  indexed  by  species. 
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INTRODUCTION 

Biological  diversity — especially  in  the  conservation 
of  rare  species  and  natural  ecosystems — is  now  a  ma- 
jor international  concern.  Increasingly  at  local  levels, 
researchers  and  land  managers  search  for  ways  to 
contribute  to  the  knowledge  needed  to  solve  biodiver- 
sity problems.  In  our  effort  toward  conservation  of 
rare  plants  in  Idaho,  we  compiled  this  bibUography  to 
provide  biologists,  managers,  and  planners  an  infor- 
mation base  so  that  past  efforts  are  not  duplicated, 
gaps  in  our  knowledge  can  be  identified  and  fiUed, 
and  conservation  efforts  can  proceed  efficiently. 

When  it  began  in  1984,  the  Idaho  Department  of 
Fish  and  Game's  Conservation  Data  Center  (formerly 
the  Idaho  Natural  Heritage  Program)  inherited  a  two- 
decade  accimiulation  of  information  pertaining  to 
Idaho's  rare  plants.  Much  of  this  knowledge  came 
fi'om  the  personal  experiences  and  extensive  data 
compilation  efforts  of  the  Rare  and  Endangered  Plants 
Technical  Committee  of  the  Idaho  Natural  Areas 
Council.  The  Technical  Committee — consisting  of 
Robert  Steele  (chair),  Steven  Brunsfeld,  Douglass 
Henderson,  Karl  Holte,  Frederic  Johnson,  and 
Patricia  Packard — laid  the  foundation  for  rare  plant 
conservation  activities  in  the  State  and  produced  the 
first  assessments  of  the  status  of  Idaho's  rare  flora 
(see  entries  694  and  695).  Over  its  8  years'  existence, 
the  Idaho  Conservation  Data  Center  has  built  upon 
this  foundation  and  become  the  State's  central  clear- 
inghouse and  repository  for  rare  plant  data. 

The  Idaho  Conservation  Data  Center  is  part  of  a 
worldwide  information  network  directed  toward  the 
conservation  of  biological  diversity.  The  network 
maintains  permanent  and  dynamic  atlases  and  da- 
tabases on  the  existence,  characteristics,  numbers, 
condition,  status,  location,  and  distribution  of  rare 
species  and  communities.  Developed  and  supported 
by  The  Nature  Conservancy,  this  standardized  infor- 
mation management  methodology  includes  comput- 
erized databases  known  as  the  Biological  and  Con- 
servation Data  System  (BCD).  This  bibliography 
was  generated  from  one  of  the  BCD  databases, 
known  as  the  Source  Abstract  database.  In  addition 


to  the  computerized  files,  the  Idaho  Conservation 
Data  Center  maintains  manual  files,  which  include 
all  of  the  references  cited  here. 

The  bibliography  includes  both  published  articles 
and  unpublished  reports  pertaining  to  the  conserva- 
tion and  management  of  Idaho's  rare  vascular  flora 
and  issued  fi-om  1896  through  1991.  Taxa  appear- 
ing on  the  Idaho  Native  Plant  Society's  1991  list  of 
rare  vascular  plants  for  Idaho  (see  entry  371)  formed 
the  basis  for  this  project.  However,  no  sources  were 
located  for  many  taxa.  An  alphabetical  list  of  the 
taxa  covered  by  this  bibliography  appears  in  the  In- 
dex. The  Index  contains  only  rare  species  names 
and  may  not  necessarily  reflect  other  names  that 
appear  in  publication  titles.  Spellings  for  scientific 
names  are  taken  from  the  Idaho  Native  Plant 
Society's  1991  list. 

A  majority  of  the  published  literature  was  located 
through  computerized,  global  literature  searches, 
conducted  for  each  taxon.  About  300  databases  were 
searched  to  locate  information.  For  some  species, 
searches  were  conducted  in  all  databases  available 
through  the  Dialog®  vending  service.  Because  of 
time  and  monetary  constraints,  eight  particularly 
useful  databases  (Agricola,  Biosis  Previews®,  CAB 
Abstracts,  CRIS/USA,  Environmental  Bibhography, 
Dissertation  Abstracts  Online,  Geobase™,  and  Pas- 
cal) were  consulted  for  most  of  the  species.  All 
searching  was  done  using  scientific  names.  In  gen- 
eral, we  excluded  sources  relating  to  pharmacology 
and  biochemistry  and  foreign  language  publications 
without  English  abstracts. 

Unpublished  reports  included  in  the  bibliography 
pertain  primarily  to  rare  taxa  as  they  occur  in  Idaho 
and  adjacent  areas.  We  did  not  make  an  attempt  to 
locate  unpublished  sources  from  throughout  the 
range  of  widely  distributed  taxa. 

Although  the  Source  Abstract  record  contains 
many  information  fields,  we  used  only  two  to  pro- 
duce this  bibUography:  CITATION  and  KEYWORDS. 
Other  fields,  such  as  ABSTRACT,  are  not  included 
here  due  to  space  limitations  but  are  available  on 
request  from  the  Idaho  Conservation  Data  Center 
(see  address  at  the  end  of  this  section).

Each  entry  consists  of  two  parts: 

A.  Bibliographic  citation — numbered  and  Hsted  al- 
phabetically by  the  senior  author's  surname. 

B.  Keywords — a  two-part  field: 

1,  Taxon  or  taxa  included  in  the  reference.  Sev- 
eral references,  such  as  checklists,  rare  plant 
field  guides,  and  floras,  contain  information 
on  many  rare  taxa  and  are  indicated  as 
"multispecies." 

2.  Subject  category(ies)  of  the  reference,  falling 
into  one  or  more  of  eight  general  areas: 

a.  Biology — pertains  to  a  variety  of  studies  re- 
lating to  a  species'  biology  not  covered  in 
other  categories,  including  reproductive 
strategy,  pollination,  seed  dispersal,  seed 
biology,  seedling  ecology,  nature  of  mortal- 
ity, anatomy  and  morphology,  pathology, 
physiology,  and  mycorrhizal  associations, 
among  others. 

b.  Community  ecology — reference  relating  to 
the  taxon. 

c.  Distribution — relating  to  the  geographical 
occurrence  or  range  of  a  taxon  or  a  biogeo- 
graphical  analysis  of  the  taxon  or  related 
group. 

d.  Genetics — relating  to  the  genetics  of  a  taxon. 

e.  Management  techniques — relating  to  the 
management  or  recovery  of  a  taxon,  or  both. 

f.  Monitoring — pertaining  to  the  quantitative 
assessment  of  a  taxon  over  time. 

g.  Status  survey — comprehensive  review  of 
the  distribution,  abundance,  and  conserva- 
tion status  of  a  taxon  throughout  all  or  a 
portion  of  its  range. 

h.  Taxonomy — taxon  description  or  mono- 
graph of  family,  tribe,  or  genus. 

The  index  assists  in  the  use  of  the  bibliography. 
It  lists  the  numbers  of  the  bibliographic  entries  for 
each  taxon. 

As  with  all  our  BCD  databases,  the  Source  Ab- 
stract database  is  constantly  being  updated  as  older 
sources  are  brought  to  our  attention  and  new  infor- 
mation becomes  available.  We  welcome  corrections 
and  additions,  which  can  be  forwarded  to  us  at:
